Uncle Mart Fleming cut him 
down and buried him. It is not 
known if his grave is marked. 
Near the railroad, just north of 
Sardis Cemetery is a grave, un­ 
marked, but a man was hanged 
by a mob for stealing horses 
and buried near the tree. In­ 
dians killed a man by the name 
of Kenneth McKinsey and he is 
buried about a mile east of In­ 
dian Creek Cemetery, under a 
large tree. 
Comanche County’s most fa­ 
mous murder case is that of 
Wesley Hardin killing Sheriff 
Webb about 1874. The discussion 
continues as to the exact spot 
where the killing took place on 
the courthouse square. A m ark­ 
er, giving that story would be 
of much interest to the public 
and to tourists. There are other 
interesting, historical places all 
over the county that should be 
marked. But it takes interest 
and money to get the county’s 
history recorded. The county 
has a Historical Survey Com­ 
mittee through which markers 
are obtained. 
Many 
counties 
have an organization called the 
Historical Survey Association, 
and a great deal is being ac­ 
complished through them. Any 
body can be a member who 
, pays dues, a very small amount 
and it is spent in the county for 
whatever the association de­ 
cides upon. If interested contact 
W. I. Dixon, county chairman 
of the Historical Survey Com­ 
mittee, or A. P. Burks, who 
has been a faithful worker in 
getting the county’s history pre­ 
served. 
Memberships have been sold 
to several individuals and bus­ 
iness firms to help raise the 
quota required for each county 
by the State Historical Founda­ 
tion to carry on the work. 
Members of the Survey Com- 
i mittee are required to pay dues. 
Others who have had a part in 
¡erecting markers are the city, 
¡who bought the Fleming Oak 
marker, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, the Lion’s Club and the 
Jaycees bought a Scotchlight 
marker, 
which 
have

placed on the highways leading 
into the city. Many are inter­ 
ested in making up a brochure 
of the city and county and 
placing them in motels, cafes,

Later on wells 
were dug—drew water with two 
buckets. Windmills and pumps 
were unknown. Corn was plowed 
with a narrow plow, eight fur­ 
rows to the row. Sewing was 
done by hand; cooking on the 
fire place. Hoed with a scovel 
hoe. Planted corn and cotton 
by hand. Wash tubs were bar­ 
rels sawed in two. 
Some first settlers dug and 
lived in storm cellars until they 
could get time to cut logs and 
build log houses. They would 
rive out 4-foot oak boards for 
covering the roof. Some had 
stick and dirt chimneys, some 
were built of native rock. One 
smoke house was made of posts 
set in the ground, post laid on 
top and covered with dirt until 
it did not leak. 
Water was such an object 
people bathed in summer only, 
on a creek or river, just men 
and boys bathed; called it go­ 
ing in washing. Women! Never! 
It was too improper and de­ 
grading, too imprudent and dis­ 
graceful. Bad boys and mean 
men might watch them. 
The ashes from the fire place 
was put in a hopper, water was 
poured on them until they were 
soaking wet. Wfhen it was dipped 
out it was lye with which the 
soap was made. We had no 
toilet soap. 
Large flat gourds were raised 
and used for container of lard, 
salt and soap; also milked in 
them; raised a handle gourd 
for dippers. Barley was gather­ 
ed before ripe, platted and sew­ 
ed into men’s straw hats. Some 
tanned their leather and made 
their shoes. Women knit all the 
hose that the family wore. The 
grain was cut with a cradle. 
On the north side of what is 
now main street was two farm 
homes, one ot the houses was 
where Mr. Greer now lives. It 
was what we 
termed a double 
long house, an entry between. 
The well where the other house 
was is in J. W. Moore’s hard­ 
ware store. 
The postoffice was secured by 
the efforts of Mr. Gustine, and 
named for him.

ments the savings of a life time. 
Only two men are with us who 
began with the town—Tom But­ 
ler, a barber, and J. W. (Will) 
Bobinson, who himself began 
when a mere boy as a barber 
and is now president of the 
largest mercantile firm in Gus­ 
tine. 
In 1896 we had several 3 and 
4 month schools to consolidate 
with us. We built a two story 
plank sU-ucture. But quite soon 
it was inadequate to accommo­ 
date the large number of pu­ 
pils we had. In 1910 we voted 
bonds and builded an 8-room 
two story building with audi­ 
torium and laboratory. We now 
have a fine school, the present 
enrollment is 302. In 1911 the 
railroad came our way aiding 
us quite a bit in building the 
town, making a shipping point. 
We are now using a 6-plow 
riding cultivator, in place of go­ 
ing 8 times to the row, we plow 
2 rows at the time. We use rid­ 
ing planters in place of planting 
by hand. The reader may read­ 
ily see the progression from 
1873 to 1924. 
The pioneer had no sale for 
anything whatever except cat­ 
tle. We ship out now cars and 
cars of products which is one 
way the railroad helps us. We 
clean up around our yard, barn 
and smoke house. Sell our old | 
iron, bones, rags and so-on for 
cash, and our homes are more ( 
sanitary and prettier. Oh! how, 
time has wrought a change! 
We use automobiles and trucks 
in place of oxen and horses, 
and wagons oiled with pine tar, 


feed store, one hardware store, 
one grocery store, two cream 
stations, three poultry compa­ 
nies, two fine gins, two black­ 
smith shops, one grist mill, one 
tailor shop, three barber shops, 
two restaurants, one tin shop, 
two cabinet shops, the telephone 
system, splendid light plant, 
one state bank, built of stone 
with hall above, two rooming 
houses, two stone, one brick 
two story buildings, two spendid 
physicians, two Christian, two 
Baptist and one beautiful Meth­

one large implement building, 
one good lumber yard and lots 
of nice pretty homes. We own 
our newspaper, the Gustine Tri­ 
bune, edited by the most live, 
wide awake booster that any 
town could boast of. We have 
good bridges leading into town 
on the east, west, north and 
south. 
We are surrounded by the 
finest farming belt, largest ter­ 
ritory, most fertile and prolific 
land in all Comanche County.
